(coming out of the sessions at the 
White House and State Depart­ 
ment, is the formation of a 
stable South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment in Saigon as quickly as 
possible. 
Taylor is understood to have

backed Premier Nguyen Khanh 
has come to be regarded even 
by his political foes in Saigon as 
an almost indispensable man at 
the moment.

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Somebody Must Be Kidding 


Years after the U.S. Supreme Court 
ordered 
integration 
of 
tax-supported 
schools, Southern irreconcilables are still 
thumbing their noses. Yet the U.S. Sen­ 
ate is tied up in a “ baby filibuster” over 
the possibility of a few months’ delay 
in carrying out the court’s ruling that 
both houses of bicameral legislatures 
should be substantially equal in pop­ 
ulation. 
Somebody must be kidding. 
Somebody must be trying to do to the 
Supreme Court’s reapportionment ruling 
what was done previously to its ruling 
barring 
official 
religious 
exercises 
in 
public schools — trying to reduce it to 
such abject absurdity that the court's 
critics could have another field day. 


THE TRUTH IS - always has been - 
that the Supreme Court’s religious rulings 
made abundantly clear the majority’s 
attitude that no interference with individ­ 
ual prayer or religious belief was intend­ 
ed. The court merely affirmed what the 
Constitution declares — that laws concern­ 
ing establishments of religion shall not be 
tolerated in this Republic. 
In its reapportionment ruling, the Su­ 
preme Court again has affirmed what 
Americans alwavs thought was true — 
that they were living in a representative 
democracy in which one man’s vote 
meant as much as any other man’s vote. 
It did not say and did not imply that 
the structure of government had to be 
made over instantly. 


THIS 
IS something 
that 
has 
been 
tacked on to the ruling by those who 
want to set up the U.S. Supreme Court 
for another round of target-shooting. 
It is being proposed that the whole busi­ 
ness be eased into oblivion by a “ sense 
of Congress” resolution that no baste is 
necessary in reapportioning state legis­ 
latures. This would also be the “ sense 
of the court.”

Things began jumpin’ Thursday night 
with a parade through the business sec­ 
tion—and they’ll be jumpin’ again tomor­ 
row night when Beaver Local comes to 
town for the continuation of a still new 
but friendly and exciting rivalry. 
The Blue and White will have a “ new 
look” this year under Coach Bob McNea. 
at the helm here for the first time Such 
a “ look” invariably creates a certain 
feeling of confidence—along with sus­ 
pense—and brings out the “ win-’em-aU” 
cry among coaches, players and fans 
alike. 
Only time and the scoreboard—will tell 
whether the Potters “ win 'em all ” But, 
regardless, an interesting season appears

I he Problem Is I or Folic •emeu 


Both presidential candidates are con­ 
cerned about street rioting, as are Amer­ 
icans everywhere. 
President Johnson, under criticism by 
Sen. Coldwater, has ordered the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to compile re­ 
ports on the riots to see if there is a com­ 
mon pattern detectable in them 
Sen. Coldwater and his backers have 
been implying the Johnson administration 
is responsible for the riots because some 
have o c c u r r e d in connection with and 
sometimes in the guise of civil 
rights 
demonstrations. This can be written off 
as part of the give-and-take of political 
campaigning, in view of the fact Ihe Re­ 
publican party in Congress and through­ 
out the states is just as much committed 
to civil rights as the Democratic party — 
more so. in fact. 
But the riots are a fact They must be 
coped with by realists, not theorists. 
They are deeply disturbing, not because 
of any connection with civil rights dem­ 
onstrations but because they have occurred 
at all. 
Insofar as the participants were pre­ 
dominantly Negro, they are a damaging 
reflection on Negroes as a race — fully 
as damaging as the cruel and murderous 
antics of the undisciplined poor whites of 
the Deep South, are to the white race 
But in neither case can the majority 
he held responsible for the minority’s had 
behavior. The incontrovertible 
fact 
is 


that society is composed of people with 
good and bad behavior tendencies and the 
latter are held in check solely by the 
power of established police forces, backed 
up by the National Guard and in extreme 
emergency by the United States Army. 
The breakdown of the social order never 
is anymore remote than a breakdown of 
police protection. 


WHEN THIS protection falters for any 
reason, the public is in danger 
It is in danger right now in every 
community that cannot say with com­ 
plete assurance it is capable of putting 
down anv street riot that might break 
out. in the remote event that would-be 
rioters were permitted to get that far 
with their anti-social behavior. 
The problem is for policemen, not 
politicians.

This assumes that military op­ 
erations are going to be direct­ 
ed hereafter by a president in 
the White House and not by a 
supreme military commander 
of experience who faces the en­ 
emy directly on the battlefield. 
The discussion concerning the 
kind of weapons to use in a 
conventional war — that is. a 
possible 
invasion 
across 
the 
continent of Eurrpe — has been 
going on for the last three 
years. 
It has led to a momentous de­ 
cision by Prudent de Gaulle of 
France that he can no ionger 


depend upon the United States 
to protect his country against 
attack and that he must have 
a nuclear arsenal of his own. 


THE FRENCH fully under­ 
stand the reluctance of the Unit­ 
ed States to put its nuclear 
weapons at the disposal of oth­ 
er governments. At the same 
time, France is willing to have

John” and the “ Little John” — 
which are essential artillery 
pieces for the aid of ground 
armies and are tailored to spe­ 
cial battlefield conditions.

weapons, as they take the place 
of artillery. They are confined 
to ground operations and not to 
long-range strategic attack such 
as is envisaged for the big nu­ 
clear bombs. 
One of the most interesting 
phases of the problem was re­ 
cently emphasized by General 
of the Army Ailleret, chief of 
staff of the Armed Forces of 
France, in a lecture delivered 
before the annual assembly of 
the NATO College in Europe.

“ lf aggression occurred with­ 
out any warning — that 
is,

ures of concentration on the 
part of the enemy — the ratio

“ Moreover, the effect of sur­

Exercise Cannot Grow Fatty Tissue 
For Studies

The role of exercise in toning 
the triceps on backs of upper 
arm s and the pectoral muscles 
of the chest appears to puzzle 
some readers. 
A 
Missourian 
w rites: 
“I wish to

hands held in front of chest. I 
The action is to p-r-e-s-s inward 
and hold for six seconds. 


"THIS EXERCISE is usually 
given to enlarge the bust. If 
you will notice, with every pres­ 
sure against the palm, the bust 
muscle is brought into the ac­ 
tion. I do not need to enlarge 
my bust, but I do need to tone 
the muscles on the backs of the 
upper arms. Please explain.” 
The muscles of the arms, 
chest and shoulders work to­ 
gether as a unit, and the ex­ 
ercise 
which tones and tightens 
the triceps helps improve the 
tone in the chest area. Howev­ 
er, have no fear that exercise 
will enlarge the overly l a r g e 
bust. Exercise cannot grow fat­ 
ty tissue. 
The large bosom is not due to 
toned pectoral muscles, but to 
excess weight. Those tissues are 
particularly susceptible to fatty 
deposit. To reduce the size of 
the bust, total weight must be 
lowered. In fact, taking o f f 


weight is as important to chan­ 
ging the size of the too large 
bust as gaining weight is to the 
girl with the too small bust 
Although 
the breasts 
a r e 
glands, they are supported by 
the powerful pectoral muscles 
which lie just underneath the 
breasts. The pectorals spread 
fanwise across the chest, clear 
to the collarbones, and narrow 
in a fan handle which inserts in 
a groove in the upper arni 
When the supporting muscle is 
in tone, the bust is held in a 
normal position. When tone is 
lost, the breasts sag, and ex­ 
cess fat increases the sagging 
As weight is reduced, it is im­ 
portant to restore tone to the 
pectorals. 


MUSCLES involved in exer­ 
cise action: The pectoral mus­ 
cles are reached by an inward 
press. This resistance p r e s s 
also brings the triceps on the 
backs of the upper arm s into 
the action. 
Try this resistance push: Po­ 
sition: Lie on back in an open 
doorway, shoulders in line with 
doorjamb. Have elbows b e n t 
and hands against each side of 
doorway. This position is more 
comfortable when knees a r e 
bent. 
Action Press hands outward* 
and push vigorously a g a i n s t 
each side of doorjamb. Hold this 
push for a slow count of eight. 
Relax, and repeat 3 times. Do 
not hold the contraction f o r 
longer than eight counts. This 
exercise will restore tone to the 
triceps and beautify u p p e r 
arms. It also strengthens the 
middle portion of the pectoral 
muscles of the chest.

a flight from 
L o s Angeles 
to New York. 
This Sat ut-_ 
nanny K a y e Hal Humphrey 
Is taking a gaggle of Hollywood 
press ami friends up to show 
them his first show of the new 
season on the same Astro vision 
TV sets. 
Just so the pilot has a desti­ 
nation, we will fly to San Fran­ 
cisco during the closed-circuit 
telecast. 


WE PROBABLY are being 
routed via Oklahoma City to 
allow enough time to see Dan­ 
ny’s hour show. On a jet flight 
from here to San Francisco, 
there isn’t time to pick up the 
landing gear. 
Really, this is the only way 
to view TV. Each passenger is 
given a stethoscope-styled head­ 
set (sterilized) which prevents 
his having to answer questions 
from garrulous neighbors who 
keep asking, “Is that actually 
Ginger Rogers?” 
The minute you are plugged 
in a pert stewaoxiess begins ply­ 
ing you with refreshments (soda 
pop and petit fours) and mak­ 
ing sure your built-in Astrovision 
set is properly tuned. 


ONE PRECAUTION w h i c h 
Astrovision viewers must prac­ 
tice is making sure the jack on 
their headset is disconnected be­ 
fore jumping up to go to the 
rest room. Nobody wants bloody 
ears. 
On the ‘‘Lucy Show” flight 
the commercials were deleted, 
but I’ve been warned that Dan­ 
ny Kaye’s sponsor is not so gal­ 
lant as Lucy's. 
We not only will see the com­ 
mercials, but there's a rumor 
circulating that all headsets will 
be padlocked around the pas­ 
sengers’ neck to preclude their 
escaping to an unoccupied lava­ 
tory. 
As a kind of bonus for being 
good 
little viewers, 
Danny’s 
floating premiere will land tem­ 
porarily at San Francisco, and 
the host will lead us to Johnny 
Kan's Chinese cafe for a repast 
cooked by Danny himself. 


NOTHING has been said yet 
about the Astrovision program 
for the return flight to Holly­ 
wood. It won’t be long enough 
tor an old movie, and it isn’t 
likely anyone had the foresight 
to keep us aloft for another two 
days to nm off the rest of the 
CBS new-season shows. 
If the other networks decide 
to use Astrovision for press pre­ 
views this season, we might 
wind up in Jamaica w h e r e 
NBC’s “F l i p p e r ” is being 
filmed. Ifs a shame “Hawaiian 
Eye” no longer is with us, but 
a kit of the Eastern press might 


enjoy a trip to Newport Beach, 
Calif., where CBS films some of 
“Baileys of Balboa,” 


THIS 
JUNKETING 
of the 
press may have some signif­ 
icance beyond proving it is 
possible to view TV at 30,000 
feet without getting nauseous. 
Following the TV quiz s h o w 
scandals several years back, the 
networks and ad agencies cut 
out all press junkets for fear 
the press might interpret them 
as bribery. 
The fact they are being re­ 
vived now could mean all sorts 
of things. Perhaps TV has dis­ 
covered that the press (includ­ 
ing some TV columnists) no 
longer is paying attention to it, 
and the junkets are designed to 
rekindle interest. 
Most TV programs have be­ 
come so frothy, even anemic, 
in content that it isn’t easy for 
a critic to remember them long 
enough to appraise them. Catch­ 
ing them on an airplane may 
be the remedy.

CHARLESTON I** - W e s t 
Virginia was $7 8 million in the 
black at the end of the past fis­ 
cal year, according to S t a t e 
Auditor Denzil Gainer. 


The state had a $7 8 million 
surplus for the year e n d i n g 
June 30 after spending som e 
$732.5 million to operate t h e 
state government. 


The year’s surplus was added 
to m oney left over from past 
years to create a total surplus 
of $60,551,820. Gainer said 


Nearly a third of the fiscal 
year’s budget — $113 7 million— 
went for education. Almost an­ 
other third went for roads, and 
another 24 per cent went for 
health and welfare. 


The biggest source of revenue 
was personal, property, corpor­ 
ate and other taxes.

ANSWER: When something falls through the air, two 
forces are at work on it: gravity, which is pulling it down 
toward the earth, and the resistance of the air When a 
parachute jumper comes sailing down, gravity is pulling 
him, but the large area of his parachute is giving strong 
resistance to the air, and this is why he floats down 
slowly and safely. Back in 1495, the Italian painter-scientist 
Leonardo da Vinci drew a sketch showing 
a man jump­ 
ing 
from a tower attached to a kind of parachute. 
The 
first successful jump. however, was not made until 1783. 
During the 1930 s. parachutes became highly developed for 
landing specially-trained troops behind enemy lines. Mod­ 
ern parachutes, made of nylon, are from 20 to 28 feet across 
The “ harness ', composed of straps around the jumper’s 
shoulders and legs, contains the lines and folded parachute, 
which springs out of the pack and opens when the jumper 
pulls the “ ripcord,” attached to a ring convenient to his 
reach. The rate of descent of a parachute is about 15 feet 
per second The jump should be made from 500 or more 
feet above the ground. Otherwise, there is not distance and 
time for the “ canopy” or umbrella-like part of the chute 
to open safely.
